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ABERNETHY BLAMES GOVERNOR 


HOUSTON 

Speaking in icy, dispas-| 
sionate tones, former Texas| 
Tech professor Dr. Byron | 
Abernethy this week laid re- 
sponsibility for his “political” 
firing by Tech board mem- 
bers “at Governor Daniel’s 
doorstep.” He called the firing of 
three Tech professors “the Texas 
Tech scandal of this administra- 
tion.” 

The gray-haired instructor in 
government charged that Tech 
board members had _posses- 
sion of information from his per- 
sonal tax records which 
they had either illegally obtained 
or which was furnished them by 
the Governor. 

Dr. Abernethy declared: 

“Tf, the other hand, the in- 
formation was obtained directly 
by the Governor and made avail- 
able to the board, then the Gov- 
ernor himself has prostituted the 
high office which he holds, to the 
mean purposes of ruthless politi- 
ren-

From 1948 to last May 1, the 
Secretary of State’s office 
weekly tabulated, mimeo- 
graphed, and distributed—free 
of charge—listings of all newly 
chartered corporations. On 
May 1, Secretary of State Zol- 
lie Steakley ordered the free 
service discontinued. This 
week personnel of the office 
referred callers seeking the 
new charter tabulation to a 
private Austin publishing cor- 
poration which sells the infor- 
mation for $5 a month. The 
corporation’s name— Business 
Research, Inc.—and its tele- 
phone number — GReenwood 
8-4658—were furnished to an 
Observer reporter voluntarily 
by a secretary in the Steakley 
office. This listing is not in the 
current Austin telephone book. 


Business Research, Inc., is a 
corporation formed by Horace 
Busby, onetime publicity aide 
to Sen. Lyndon Johnson, and 
Mac Roy Rasor, formerly a 
capitol reporter for the Asso- 
ciated Press. Rasor told the 
Observer his firm had been 
publishing the new charter 
tabulations since last June. 
The firm also publishes Texas

Wilfrid M. Calnan, 39-year-old 
naturalized American who is a 
native of Canada, resigned his | 
$7500 a year job as Harris County | 
Welfare Department director be- | 
cause he could not “in good cons- | 
cience” comply with the county’s 
segregation policy. 


The slender, bespectacled wel- 
fare official was given an ultima- 
tum to desegregate white and Ne- 
gro patients in the convalescent 
ward of Jefferson Davis Hospital.

Governor Price Daniel’s reform 
Insurance Commission will face an 
acid test at its rate hearing on credit 
insurance. 

All those interested in the insur- 
ance industry and familiar with the 
system of using credit insurance as a 
subterfuge for high rates on small 
loans are anxious to see the outcome. 


They still recall the last such hear- 
ing in April, 1956, when J. Byron 
Saunders was chairman and Mark 
Wentz and Morris Brownlee were the 
other commissioners. 

The loan sharks of Texas, who as 
agents for credit insurance foist the 
stuff off on the borrower as a condi- 
tion of his loan, came in for some 
monumental blasts. 

Records of major credit insurance 
companies introduced at the hearing 
showed that upwards of 85 percent of 
the premiums went to the loan sharks 
and less than 10 percent was used to 
pay off claims.

The guardsmen stood 
fast for three weeks while the Ei- 
senhower Administration worked 
through the courts and finally ob- 
tained, on Friday two weeks ago, 
a court order enjoining Faubus 
from further interfering with in- 
tegration and ordering him to 
withdraw the Guard. The Guards- 
men were withdrawn. 

Monday morning at Central 
High only about fifty Little Rock 
and state policemen were on hand.

This 
could be done only by persuad- 
ing Gov. Daniel to put such meas- 
ures on his emergency calendar.
